Riders others helped set Porto Rico 
in order; many helped “discover” the 
Philippines. 
The first thing the vet­ 
erans did on reaching Louisville was 
to hunt up old comrades and brush 
up their Spanish. 
“Suor” has re- 
daeed “Colonel” as the most g ene­ 
ral form of saluation in Louisville.
